One of the easiest reminders that it's time for Hampton Roads 
children to return to school is those big, yellow school buses 
lumbering down the city streets to collect their precious cargo. 

The schools, police and military have joined forces to remind 
drivers to think smart when hitting the roads during early 
morning hours and afternoons. For that reason the American 
Automobile Association (AAA) reminds mot(»ists of its annual 
"School's Open - Drive Carefully" campaign. 

There is an increased exposure of children to traffic as they 
walk to and from school or their bus stops. Younger students 
arc particularly excitable and their behavibr is often 
unpredictable. Many youngsters lack traffic experience. The 
AAA urges drivers to remember these tips as the new school 
year gets under way: 

■ Slow down around schools and in residential areas in the 
morning and afternoon. 

■Always watch for children. 

■ Look for clues that warn of children in the area, such as 
safety patrols, adult crossing guards, buses and bicycles. 

■ Obey the school bus stop laws. 

■ Practice extra caution in bad weather, or when the sun on 
the horizon obscures your vision. 

■ Clear fogged windows before starting to drive in the 
morning. 

■ Obey all traffic signs and symbols. 

■ Be alert for late students running to catch the school bus. 

■ Practice extra caution around school sites where students, 
parents, teachers and buses all converge. 

Remember, one young life lost to a needless traffic accident is 
one too many.

"In Celebration and Remembrance" was the theme 
for this year's National Homeless Animals' Day, an 
event that took place at Mount Trashmwe commemo- 
rating all of the innocent animals that were put to 
death in shelters across the country.

A speech written 
by David A. Philpott, a member of the Animal 
Assistance League, captured the emotion and intensity 
of the evening: 

"Roscoe was an 8-mohth-old Lab mix. Although 
he was still a puppy. Roscoe had many allergies and 
was subsequently placed on a few medications. He 
was a beautiful, friendly dog who would stare with 
large, brown eyes at everyone coming to visit. 
Roscoe was a ball of energy, and he would often 
jump up and wag his tail happily when visitors came. 
But, because Roscoe was on medication, people 
would smile at him, maybe talk to him a little, and 
then move on." 

"Roscoe stayed at our kennel for a right good while 
but his energy never faltered. He kept his enthusiasm" 
and love for people — all the way up to the day we 
euthanized him." 

"Roscoe was destroyed, not because he was a be- 
havioral problem, and not because he was old or 
sickly. He was killed simply because nobody wanted 
him. He wasn't 'perfecL'" 

"Our shelter is full of imperfect animals. Some are 
mixed breeds, some are older, and some are under- 



standably a little shy or nervous. But all share a 
common trait: they need attention and love. 

"No animal should have to suffer Roscoe's fate. 
Sheltered animals never asked to be sheltoed. They 
are at our mercy and depend on us for love and care. 
Please keep this in mind the next tinue you visit a 
shelto-."

There is no 
question but diat justice suffo^ be- 
cause of plea bargaining. Many 
people who are arrested for serious 
crimes and who can afford a good 
lawyCT get off scot-free.

Yet even drug abuse was widespread 
a hundred years ago but crimes com- 
mitted by drug uscts dien were not 
excused as they are today.

The judges of the Circuit Court 
hear both civil mid criminal cases. 
The criminal cares are primarily 
felony cases. These are the most seri- 
ous cases, whoe the defendant can 
receive a term in the state penal sys- 
tem of one year or more, or even 
death, in an appropriate case. Most of 
the civil cases heard by the judge of 
Circuit Court are th(»e wherein the 
amount in controversy is in excess of 
$10,000. This court also handles all 
matters involving divorce, adoption 
and change of name. 

During the last couple of years, the 
judges and their staff, in conjunction 
with the Clerk of Circuit Court J. 
Curtis Fruit and his staff, and with 
fuiancial assistance from the city, 
have instituted a calendar manage- 
ment system for handling civil cases. 
The American Bar Association has 
established guidelines conconing the 
length of lime it should take to have 
a civil case disposed of. 

Those guidelines say that 90 per- 
cent of all civil cases filed should be 
disposed of within one year fiom the 
date the suit was fded. Before we 
began the new Calendar Manage- 
ment System, we were only dispos- 
ing of43 percentof those cases within 
the one year time frame. Asarcsultof 
the efforts of those mentioned above, 
during the past fiscal year, we had 
reached 74 percent, a significant im- 
provement This iminovem^t was 



accomplished without adding any 
additicmal staff. 

During all of 1993 and up until a 
few nKMilhs ago, mwtgage interest 
raifis had been running much lower 
than in recoit years. As a conse- 
quence, many peo|rie had the oppor- 
tunity to build a new home or to 
refinance the loan on their current 
home. The result was a tremendous 
increase in the nimibra- of documents 
recorded af the deed recording (te- 
IMrtment of the Circuit Court Cleric's 
Office. During the 12-month period 
endingJune 30, the employees in this 
department averaged more than 
10^)00 such documents each month. 
The total recordings fw the poiod 
were 122,445,upfiwn97.346during 
the same period for the year before. 
That is an increase of 26 pocent 

As a result of all the 
real estate activity 
taking place during" 
late 1993 and early 
1994 ... the month 
of October, Novem- 
ber, December and 
early January, the~ 
office was open three 
nights each week for 
this purpose. 

All that recording also translated 
into a significant increase in record- 
ing fees collected by the Clerk's Of- 
fice. Each task performed by the 
Clerk's Office has a state mandated 
fee attached. Those fees are collected 
and the salaries of staff and some 
expenses of the Clerk's Office are 
paid therefrom. 

All that is left over is referred to as 
"Excess Fees." According to a state 
law, the "Excess Fees" are then 
shared, with one-third going to the 
State and two-thirds going to the lo- 
cality. Last year (FY 92/93) was the 
fu^t time ever that the city's share of 
those excess fees was mote than $1 
million. For the year endmg June 30, 
1993. $1,060,409 was collected. For 
the year ending June 30. the city's 
share of those fees was $1330.702. 
an increase of 25 percent.

ThesepoorChinese had paid dearly 
to be smuggled into the U.S.. only 
to be seized on shore. 

Still, die Chinese have a special 
advantage. The Bush administra- 
ti(Mi issued a series of executive 
orders diat gi ve "enhanced consid- 
eration" to Chinese who claim diey 
oppose Beijing's policies on birth 
control, limiting couples to one 
child. Ironically, some say this 
policy has encouraged increased 
immigration from China. 

The immigration time bomb has 
exploded.

The U.S. cannot 
escape die fallouts, since virtually 
everybody who isn' t wants to be an 
American.

KUNSAN AIR BASE, South 
K(vea — An airman stationed at 
this small air base, who-e waves 
from the Yellow Sea lap the 
runways, once told a friend that 
"Kunsan isn't the end of the 
world ... but you can sure see it 
firom here." 

Add living at one of the Air 
Force's most remote assignments 
with the constant tension and 
stress of being in what one na- 
timal magazine recently called 
"one of the most dangerous 
places on earth," and you have 
life that is anything but normal. 

Air Force Sgt. Ronda G. 
Phillips, granddaughter of lessee 
and Hazel Phillips of Virginia 
Beach, is a member of the famed 
Wolf Pack unit with a reputation 
as one of the most combat-ready 
air units in the world — and one 
of the most remote. 

This small four-square mile 



base is one of only two perma- 
nent Air Force bases on the 
South Korean peninsula and 
about the last remaining Air 
Force unaccompanied tour. 

Phillips is the non-commis- 
sioned officer in charge of the 8th 
Operations Squadron personnel 
section. 

With North Korea only ISO 
miles to the north, and less than 
20 minutes away by F-16, 
Kunsan keeps a 24-hour-a-day 
vigil. More than 1 million sol- 
diers from the communist north 
provide a constant threat; sabo- 
tage is expected from North 
Korean frogmen and paratroq)ers; 
and. Scud missiles stay aimed at 
the base, making readiness for 
airmen assigned here their num- 
ber one prioity. 

"During wartime, I keep track 
of our manpower availability, 
which helps the commander to 
know how many people he has, 
and where to best use them to de- 
fend the base," Phillips said.

^ Loneliness is often a common 
denominator at this small base 
about three hours away from the 
nearest large American facility. 
Everyone here is away from his 
family for at least a year, and 
many airmen find themselves 
putting in 12-hour work, days just 
to alleviate the boredom. 
Restrictions prohibit most air- 
men firom driving in Korea, mak- 
ing the common bicycle a pre- 
cious commodity. 

Phillips, and most of her fel- 
low airmen, at what many com- 
monly refer to as "the Kun," 
think of life at Kunsan as a defi- 
nite departure from their normal 
way of life. 

"I think Kunsan is a remote 
tour primarily because family 
meml>ers aren't allowed to ac- 
company members coming for 
their tour," Phillips said. 'Very 
few people are allowed to bring 
their vehicles, which limits 
travel, and calling home can be 
an expensive prospect" 

Most airmen arriving in Korea 
for the first time face varying de- 
grees of culture shock. 
Unfamiliar people speaking an 



unfamiliar language, eating 
strange looking and smelling 
food in an exotic-looking land 
can make life here a challenge at 
best. For some it can be almost 
paralyzing. 

"One of the more distinctly dif- 
ferent things about living here is 
the food, which is quite a contrast 
from what we're used to back 
home," she explained. 

"The Korean people seem to be 
as fascinated about me as I am 
about them. What I've found 
most interesting are their living 
areas. They live in all these high 
rise aparunent buildings, which 
have a lot of apartments, and the 
people seemed to live so close to 
each other. It kind of reminds me 
of the places in the States that we 
call projects." 

For Phillips, and others sta- 
tioned at this southern-most base 
in Korea, the difficultly often be- 
comes the routine. Working 12- 
hour days, doing without the ex- 
tras in life and training for a con- 
stant state of n^iness could very 
well make this assignment the 
most remote and dangerous on 
earth.

Hampton Roads residents often tend to forget that beyond 
military and industry, another means of employment 
contributes to the quality of life in our area: agriculture. 
Certainly what would we do without those juicy watermelons 
sold locally at roadside stands in Pungo, those hearty collards 
available off the back of small farmers' trucks in Portsmouth, 
or bright pumpkins grown in Chesapeake with which residents 
love to decorate their porches? 

As the bigger cash crops some into season here, don't forget 
that harvest season means an increase in farm machinery traffic 
on rural roads. There are srill "rural" roads in urban Hampton 
Roads. 

So as farmers and ranchers rush to meet harvest deadlines, 
remember that vehicles and farm machinery can create a lethel 
mix on the road. The Virginia Cooperative Extension Service 
and National Safety Council urges motorists to respect their 
agricultural friends by being patient, not tailgating and giving 
farm machinery drivers a break. 

Additionally, farmers are encouraged to get a slow-moving 
vehicle emblem clearly visible from the rear if their farm 
equipment operates at less than 25 miles per hour. They should 
also use flashing hazard lights to warn other vehicles about 
wide loads and frequenty turns. 

Remember, road safety can prevent a harvest drive from 
becoming a one-way trip.

Editor's Note: This column is the 
first of a two-part series about the 
duties of nmtdcipal clerk's and the 
evolution of the city clerk. This series 
will conclude next week. 

The municif^l cleric was bom in 
Ancient Greece. Noone really knows 
the date, t>ut I can tell you it was idxjibt 
thetimeof the year 1200 AD.ReoHds 
date to &igland in 1272 AD. 

They were bOTn of societal Ji«:es- 
sity and amid all the innumerable 
charges and complexities they have 
tread the fields of changing times, 
fought the 
battles of po- 
litical wars 
and met the 
challenges of 
being the un- 
sung hero — 
all with vital- 
ity and rel- 
evance of the 
position. 
They are 
skilled, dip- 
lomatic, 
knowledge- 
able and tal- 
ented; they 
are survi- 
vors! Their 
first task was 
___^_^_^__ to read a 
curse upon 
anyone who 
shoukl deceive the people. 

Can you imagine even thinking 
someone would deceive "the people?" 
In early days they were known as 
"Remembrancers"; that was before 
writing came into use. Their memory 
was the record. On, how much trouble 
that would bring us today. 

The office of clot in Engkmd can 
be traced to 1 272 AD in the history of 
the CoTX)ration of Old London. "The 
Remembrancer," then called upon to 
remind the Councillors of what had 
tran^ired at their |»evious meeting, 
is still a position held in London (now 
tte City's Cenmcmiai Office and 
ChefdeProtoo)!). 

In 1492, Columbus s^led the ocean 
blue. Guess what? Along came the 
municipal cleric! The fu^t office es- 
tablidied by the cariy colonists was 
that of clerk in Plymouth and 
Waiertown, Mass. All vital records 
were kept by the cleric. 

The hid) of local govemn»nt is the 
munici|»l clerk. The direct link be- 
tween kx:al ^)vemmentand its pec^e 
is the municipal clerk. The entire 
receded history of any municipality 
is in the hands ffiid cue of the munici- 
pal clerk. He n' she is a weaver, there 
are no loc^e ends, no i^efab and no 
c^es in the sand. 

Virginia Beach, the largest city in 
the Commonwealth, is a Council- 
Manago' form of government This 
form of ^vemnait originated in 
St^mton in 1908. Our city cMn is 
one of four appcnniees of city counc 11 
who serve at tlw pleasire of this 1 1- 
member governing body. O&m ap- 
pCMntive positions in Virginia Beach 
MC: city manago', city attormy ml 
city xsessa.

pointees are compensated only by 
council resolution , which defines their 
compensation and benefits annually.

In November 19'?8, 
Ruth Hodges Smith was appointed to 
assist Webbon until his retirement, 
and she became city cleric Jan. I, 
1979. 

The office of the municipal clerk is 
the most frequently found office in 
local government, whether as an in- 
formation center for handling citizen 
inquiries for other departmoits or as 
the hub of government activity, ovo-- 
seeing the delivery of public services. 
Statutory duties of the municipal cl(»k 
are relatively fixed. Hie municipal 
clerk, no matter what the prescribed 
duties, must be and is versatile, alert, 
accurate, competent, dedicated and 
willing to go the extra mile; there is 
no end to the cleric's patience or en- 
durance. They are a different breed, 
stable as the Rock of Gibraltar, mild 
as a kitten and pure as Ivory Snow. 
Sometimes — yes, sometimes — the 
clerk can be pretty tough to get along 
with. The easiest way is not always 
the best way; but, all in all, usually 
the clerk is right.

They OK'ed election 
plan, but do locals 
understand it? 

Council probes solution to 
public's confusion about it

Did all those Virginia Beach citi- 
zens who voted in the May election 
to change the city's method of elect- 
ing city council know what they 
were doing? 

That seems to be the probtem the 
present city council has set out to 
solve. 

A clear majority of the voters in 
the May advisory referendum fa- 
vored an electoral plan calling for 
redistricting the city into seven 
boroughs or districts of approxi- 
mately equal population, having 
each district vbte for its own repre- 
sentative and electing four mem- 
bers, including the mayor, at large. 
It would be a combination ward/at- 
large system. 

To get the question on the ballot, 
citizens (led by the Council of 
Civic Organizations) circulated a 
petition and got the required 22,759 
signatures. 

Although council is not bound 
by the referendum legally, politi- 
cally it would be expected to listen 
to the will of the majority and re- 
quest the General Assembly to 
change the city's electoral system. 
The plan would then have to be 
submitted to the Justice 
Department 

But after the election, some citi- 



zens who are members of civic 
leagues within the CCO said they 
did not support the change at least 
not the way it was on the ballot. 
Council members also expressed 
some reservations about whether 
the referendum really reflected the 
will of the people. So two puUic 
hearings were scheduled, one this 
l^iesday and the n^xt on SepL 11. 

But this week speidcers against a 
change said that the question was 
not fair, that most people agreed 
that the city's districts should be 
> reiqjpoitioned to reflect the popula- 
tion more fairly, but did not agree 
with the single-district voting as- 
pect 

Others said the voters wo-e mis- 
lead by die supporters of the plan 
and did not really know what they 
were vodng ion. On the same bdlot 
were more than 40 candidates for 
the school board and city council. 

The council presenUy is elected 
at-large; alt the citizens vote for all 
11 members, but seven of the 
members are elected from the re- 
flective boroughs. 

The argument on reapportion- 
ment and ward versus at-large 
system has been going on for years 
with a number of citizens, some 
council members, liking things the

The city will save $1.5 million 
in employee health care costs in 
1995 (compared to 1994), while 
employees will be paying $2.6 mil- 
lion less as their share of the cost. 

Dr. Donald A. Peccia, director of 
Personnel Services for the schools, 
and Lynn Sachs, benefits coordina- 
tor, took the good news to Virginia 
Beach City Council at a work ses- 
sion Tuesday. The program marks 
the second year of cotwdinating the 
city's and school system's health 
carepiDgrams. 

Employees have the choice of 
diree HMO (Health Maintenance 
Organizations) plans: Health 
First/Priority, Sentara and Optima 
and the Trigon Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield Keycare |R-eferred provi(fer 
plan. 

The Keycare plan offas a 5-per- 
cent reduction in all categories of 
coverage with a rate ci^ of 5 per- 
cent fw 1996 and 1997. 

The Trigon plan, while mwe ex- 
pensive than an HMO, offers free- 
dom of choice to select ho^itals 
and physicians. The plan also has 



higher out-of-pocket co^ than an 
HMO and less comprehensive bow- 
fits and no vision boieflts. 

The HMOs have no rate increases 
iuid in many categories have rate de- 
creases (from 1994 to 1995 the de- 
creases will range from 2 percoit to 
11 percent; from 1993 to 1995 the 
deceases range from 26.19 percent 
to 99.27 pwcent In 1995. the sub- 
scriber minor and family categories 
will have the greatest premium re- 
ductions. Rates are guaranteed not 
to exceed an increase of 5 percent in 
1996 and 1997. 

Although the plans were the re- 
sult of a cooperative enbrt between 
the school board and the city, in 
some instances the premium costs 
differ with costs on the city side 
higher. 

The nnpk)yee and employe share 
the cost of die insurance With the 
city paying die greatea- amount Fa- 
instance, under the Sentara Health 
Plan, the 1995 subscriber rate 
(employee) is $170.20, of which 
the employee will pay 20 cents. 
Under the Trigon plan, die rate is 
$191.16 a month with the em- 
ployee paying $21.16.

Two years later, die Traylors 
decided to visit Wavericy's sister 
in Nc^fleld, Minn, and his an- 
imal fascination took sh^.

Set your priorities 

When you flipped your calendar to September a couple of 
weeks ago, you may have seen a new observance, National 
Prionties Week, set for SepL 18-24. To mark the event, take 
the opportunity to make better productivity a higher priority.

The Subcommittee on Implonen- 
tatKMi of the Governor's Commis- 
sion on Parole Abolition and Sen- 
tencing Reform recently issued its 
rqxHt The vital parts are: 

■ Abolish parole for all persons 
convicted after Jan. 1 . I99S — those 
already in the system will be 
grandfathered under the old rules. 

■ Establish a pomanent commis- 
sion to promulgate soitoicing guide- 
lines, subject to legislative approval, 
and monittv trends in light of prison 
capacity, etc. 

■ Judges will retain discretion to 
6epan from the sentencing guide- 
lines, but must state their reasons in 
writing. 

■ Jury soitencing retained; sub- 
committee notes that juries hear only 
5 percent of criminal cases. 

■ Increase by 100 percent the av- 
erage times served by violent, first 
offienders. 

■ Increase by 300 percent to 700 
percent the time SCTved by violent 
offenders with prior records — crimes 
of violence to include burglary undo* 
certain circumstances and the sale of 
hard drugs in quantities of 10 grams 
or more. 

■ Replace the present system of 
awarding "good time" with credits 
for good behavior which can't ex- 
ceed 15 percent of the sentence. 

■ Period of post-release supervi- 
sion to be included in original sen- 
tence. 

The subcommittee presented 
gnq)hs comparing the average time 



now s»ved for varraos s»ious crime 
with the average tune it says would 
be served undK' its pnqx)sal. 

Taking tme category only — rob- 
boy with a fircann — we fiid the 
present, avenge tinw s»ved in a ba- 
sic case at 2.7 years; 3.8 years in a 
more serious case; uid 4.1 yevs in 
the most serious. The study group 
would make that S.4 years. 10.8 years 
and 21 .6 years. 

The report conchded with this 
statement: 'X>nce these recommen- 
dations are enacted into law. jw^ 
and jiffies will be fully empowoed to 
hfflid down sentoices that represent 
actual Aim to be served ... and 
Virginia's citizens will finally have a 
criminal justice system they can 
tnm." 

The tricky part comes in reconcil- 
ing this brave talk with the injected 
cost of new prison space. The Allen 
administration says the state must 
^nd about $850 million for new 
ivisons in the next 10 years. 

But, it adds. $600 million would be 
needed even without sentencing re- 
fona. As cheap as that, eh?

If tnie. one explanation may be 
found in this language from the 
subcommittee's rqnrt: "Initial guide- 
lines for each offence will be detor- 
mined by taking tl^ average time 
served f<x that offense during 1988- 
92 and increasing it by 15 percent 

The baseline will be increased fw 
certain violent and repeat offenders." 
Note that under die plan [msona^ 
can earn a maximum credit of 15 
percent off for good behavior. 

Does it mean that new prisoners 
won't be soaring much longw than 
old prisoners? Not so. says the sub- 
committee, "only model prisoners 
will serve the same amount of time 
under the 'inith-in-sentencing' sys- 
tem as they would have served under 
the current system." 

We might gain an inkling of what it 
all means from data supplied by the 
suite's Criminal Justice Research 
Center. It estimated that Allen's plan 
will require only 3.000 mwe jmson 
beds by 2005. 



That's no big deal when you con- 
sider thesaneoutfittdlsos our prison 
population will m(»ed)an doubleovo- 
the next ten years, to something be- 
tween «).000 and 55.000! 

Common sense sog^sts the only 
way Allen can achieve his gcnl of 
incarcerating more serious criminals 
for much kmger periods without ex- 
pkxiing die prison peculation is by 
rediK;ing the time served for less se- 
rious offenses. 

If there's a criticism of the 
governor's commission, it would be 
that it's heavy with {HDsecuting attor- 
neys and light on those widi (mline 
experience managing prisoners. And 
by focusing on adult offenders, it 
may be ignoring its own stipulation 
that "most criminal caret's begin 
around age 14 and peak by age 21 ." 
If so, a th(»ough revamping of ju- 
vwiilc justice might be die higher 
priority. It must also be said that 
reforms similar to these have been 
tried in otho- states and the fedoal 
syston without producing spectacu- 
lar results. 

Still, it's hard to argue with die 
gowmor's basic pmnise: Once you 
have a person of established criminal 
habits, it costs society less to keq) 
him in jail dian to turn him out 

Based only on actual convictions 
subsequent to die release of prisonCTs 
during 1986-93,the commission say^ 
Uiat had die Allen plan been in effect^ 
4.400 felonies, including 78 homi- 
cides and 151 rapes, wouldn't have 
taken place. 

Adjusting for die gap between con- 
victions obtained and crimes reported, 
it claims almost 200,000 felonies 
would have been averted. 

Using simple madi and assuming 
only half of what is claimed here will 
transpire, it would cost taxpayers 
roughly $7,500 for each felony diat 
never h^jpened because the statisti- 
cal perpetrator was still behind bars. 
Warning: Here we trespass in die 
realm of metaphysics. 

But you look at the breeding 
grounds of crime and know it's a 
growdi industry fordiesimplereason 
our society is turning out millions of 
people who have no real place in the 
world of lawful work.

The following morning I tele-

"We don't see women whose arms 
have fallen off," she reminded me. 

"I know," I said. "So sign me up for 
a mammogram and a pap smear," I 
said. 

"Would you like morning or after- 
noon?" die suddenly friendly repre- 
sentative said. 

"Mwning would be terrific," I told 
hCT. She quickly gave me an appoint- 
ment time. 

"Why arc you here for a 
mammogram and a p^ smear?" the 
doctor said when I met her at the 
designated appointment time.

Outeide lights are even more im- 
portant and shouki include mo- 
tion-^s» detectors on each side 
of your home, with the one in the 
driveway placed toward the rear.

They are so sensitive that bugs 
can turn them on, but they are quite 
directional, and after placing them, 
try to sneak under them so you can 
angle them for maximum effec- 
tiveness; you might need two in 
some places, one with a votical 
and one with a h(mzontaI orienta- 
tion.

Green Thumb program offers 
older workers a helping hand 



A simpler time is remembered 
at neigliboriiood gattierings

As everyone knows, occasionally 
life hands out some real wallops. 
Bad things do happen to good peo- 
ple, and it just isn't fair. 

Yet thoe are people and organiza- 
tions who strive to help othere, es- 
pecially those good people who 
may be down on their luck. 

"We work with individuals 55 
and older who have limited in- 
comes," explained Paula Granger, 
state director for the private, non- 
profit Virginia/North Carolina 
Green Thumb Program active in 
Virginia Beach, which links people 
needing job training with organiza- 
tions wiUing to train workers. 

"A lot of people when they retire 
find that they still need to do some- 
thing because of limited incomes," 
she continued. "They really need to 
get back into the workforce. Many 
may have had only one job in their 
lifetime. There are a lot of elderiy 
women who may have never 
worked outside their homes." 



Many of Green Thumb's partici- 
pants who come into the program 
with work histories have obsolete 
job skills. 

The program lines up eligible 
citizens with host agencies that 
help them to develop skills with 
which to get back into the work- 
force. 

"The purpose of our program is 
to provide essential community 
training." Granger said. 

Guidelines require that the men 
and women in the program work for 
20 hours a week at minimum wage. 
\» paid by the host agency and ac- 
tively search for jobs. 

Introducing Mildred Dow, a so- 
cial work assistant for the Virginia 
Beach Department of Social 
Services (and also a Green Thumb 
participant). Granger stated, 
"Mildred works with emergency 
foods and persons in need of emer- 
gency prescriptions. She actually 
meets with the clients and deter- 
mines their eligibility." 

Dow must also decide on the best

source of outside assistance for 
these people choosing among the 
city's networic cS religious (wganiza- 
tions, food pantries and other 
groups.

It is very criti- 
cal that we do very iK;curate docu- 
mentation. She truly has been an 
asset to this position," Granger

£>ow, who has been working at 
her present position for about 18 
months, is a remainder that all too 
many people with excellent skills 
and job histories are having ^sdty- 
lems in the current economy. 

As a researcher in a bank in New 
York, she made about $80,000 a 
year until she canw to Virginia. Her 
job, which involved checking on 
the amount of money in clients' ac- 
counts, has been rqilaced by com- 
puter technology.

Editor's Note: This column is the 
second of a two-part series about the 
diOies of municipcd clerk's and the 
evolution of the city cleric. 

Thecity clerk is the "record keeper^ 
of all records of city council and 
prepares the i^enda fw weekly meet- 
ings. Minutes of this week's meeting 
are prq)ared and submitted for Coun- 
cil ^iproval at their nextwedc'smeet- 
ing. 

This is a "plus" in Virginia Beach, 
as many cities do mM receive their 
minutes for two or more weeks after 
the meeting. 
The clerk's 
reoxds date 
back to the 
middle lM)0s 
and include 
Princess 
AnneCounty 
as well as die 
town and old 
city of Vir- 
ginia Beach. 
In 1978, 
there were no 
cross-refer- 
ence files or 
cards. More 
than 300.000 
reference 
cardsarenow 

on flie in die 

city clerk's 
office. How- 
ever, through high technology and 
the city clerk's goal to better serve 
the council and citizens, the Office 
View scanning system now provides 
instantaneous reference to all records 
and those cross-reference cards will 
soon be recycled. 

One incident of proof of the cura- 
bility and efficiency of diis retrieval 
system is a request by a a>uncil mem- 
ber for a document of previous date 
while a similar subject was being 
considered during a recent council 
meeting. 

The dq)uty left the council cham- 
ber, researched die document and 
produced it back in the Council Cham- 
ber in three minutes. Documents can 
be researched via date, subject, bor- 
ough, et cetera. 

The city clerk is the "keeper" of die 
city seal, which is affixed to all legal 
documents. The city cleik also attests 
to the authorizing signature for these 
documents (deeds, contracts, agree- 
ments,certincates,etcetera)and files 
diem for future reference. All these 
are scanned and, only where neces- 
sary, are the original paper docu- 
ments retained for future reference. 
In diis reference, certain adjust- 
ments are in progress to allow the 
departments access to these records 
from Uieir own compute* work sta- 



tkxis. This will elimin^e many hours 
of research, tons of paper reoxds and 
working qxice for these voy crowded 
ofHces. 

TTie city attorney's office will be 
die fust connection to provide them 
access to ordinances, resolutions and 
legal documents. Simultaneously, the 
Finance Department will connect for 
access to deeds, contracts and odier 
documents dealing with budget mat- 
ters. 

Other potts are available for de- 
partments to connect in the future. 
The city cleric is also responsible for 
all legal advertising of items for die 
City Council Agenda which is deter- 
mined by state code and fettoal man- 
dates. 

The city cleric is die "director" of 
die mayor and council's legislative 
office. The Legislative Dq}artment 
is comprised of two distinct agra- 
cies: die Municipal Council and die 
City Cteric's Office. The Municipal 
Council is die elected body which 
enacts legislation and provides policy 
to ensure die economic, social and 
physical quality of die city. The city 
cleric's office provides related sup- 
port savices to die govotiing body 
and a record of legislative history. It 
may interest you to know diat in 
Fiscal Year 1992-93, more than 
45,000 calls were answered and re- 
sponded to, 30,000 pieces of mail 
were received and 4,973 documents 
were researched and disbursraBy die 
city clwk; and, in addition, 50-70 
calls and an average of 30-50 pieces 
of mail per day are managed by die 
mayw'ssecretaiy.adeputycitycleric. 
The secretary handles appoint- 
ments, phone, mail, receives and 
monitors citizen complaints and 
worics widi die Mayor's Youdi Coun- 
cil, as well as die Committees on 
Aging and Disabled. 

The city cleric is die liaison fw die 
Mayor's Sister City Commission. 
Cunendy, die city has two "Sister 
Cities": Moss, Norway and Miyazaki, 
Japan. The commission is working 
wididireeoUier cities. 

RecenUy, in coopoation widi die 
budget analyst, die city cleric devel- 
oped a citizen survey, which will be 
distributed to establish a baseline 
measures of die effectiveness of diis 
office in responding to city council's 
and die citizens' needs and inquiries. 
Many requests are made of diis 
office for ccqries of die membership 
bookconcoTiing die numaxws boards 
and commisskms ^qwinted by city 
council. The city clok has a long- 
time policy diat diis book is made 
available in each of die Ubraries and 
a copy of any specific agency listing 
is provided upon request; however, 
the composite book (about two- 



inches-diKk) is not available for dis- 
tribution because of die manychanges 
made regulm-ly widi expiraticNis in 
almost every mmdi of the year. 

The cost of iqxlaics w(wkl be [Ro- 
hibitive and it would take a full time 
position to iHovkle diese efRciendy. 

The city cleric is sponsible for 
scheduling appointments to Boards 
and Commissions for council's con- 
sidoation. A talent bank has been 
established for citizens to file dieir 
resumi for council's determination 
and setection of qipoiniees. There 
are 49 current appointive agencies 
widiin the city, diey vary from advi- 
sory ad hoc committees to the elected 
scIkx)! board on which ^ipointees 
still serve dirough June 1996. 

A{q)ointmaits change duoughout 
the yefu* as various agencies have 
staggoing expiration dates, widi die 
greatest number being in December. 

The city clerk is the 
liaison for the 

Mayor's Sister City 
Commission. Cur- 
rently the city has 

two "Sister Cities." 

Some of these agencies are regional 
widi Virginia Beach rqjresentation. 
The Board of Zoning Aiqieals is ap- 
pointed by die Virginia Beach Cir- 
cuit Court. 

The city council agenda is pre- 
pared and distributed by the city cleric. 
CompUation of die items is a combi- 
nation of administrative briefings, 
ordinances, resolutions, audKHiza- 
uons, et cetera. The city manager and 
his staff meet, widi die city attorney 
and city cl^, weekly on Wednesday 
m(»iiing to review all items for die 
agenda which already have dqrart- 
menial and legal aiqnoval fwcontent 
and legality. 

Wednesday afternoon, die city 
manager, city attorney and city cleric 
meet with the mayor and vice mayor 
to review die agenda. Thursdays die 
agenda is typed, printed and bound 
for distribution on Friday to die city 
council, {Hess and civic organization. 

Several years ago, the city clerk 
devised a "Summary of CouncU Ac- 
tions" tofHovide the citizens a weekly 
summary of die action and vote of 
city council. The agenda and sum- 
mary are distributed vial mail weekly 



to die Presidents of Civic Leagues. 
However, due to budget constraints, 
distribution is limited to diese civic 
(»ganizittions. 

The city cleric is certified as a mu- 
nicqial cleric and was die fvst in Vir- 
ginia to com|4eie contimiing ethica- 
ticm credits sufficient fcx' member- 
ship in die International Academy of 
Advanced Education (AAE). Two 0[ 
die dqNities have dieir CMC and die 
Chief Dqnity is woridng on die AAE. 
The city ckat served Virginia Mu- 
mcqnl Cleric's Association as Presi- 
dent two consecutive years and was 
dK first editor of die newsletter, an 
office she heM for 10 years. 

She has served on committees of 
die International Municipal Cleiks 
since 1979 and served diree yeas m 
die IIMC Board (rf^ Directed. 

She was also selected by die IIMC 
President in 1986 fn- an all expense 
paid study of municipal government 
in England, Belgium, Gomany and 
The Netholands. Several Municipal 
Clerics from overseas have visited in 
her home in Virginia Beach.

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Capital projects for Central Business District raise concerns

Virginia Beach City Council, 
which has fq)proved the Central 
Business District concept for the 
Pambroke area, wmis more answws 
before committing public money to 
inojects requested by the Centra! 
Business District Association. 

William J. Cashman Jr., presi- 
dent of the association, asked coun- 
cil Tuesday to consider nine pro- 
jects for inclusion in next year's 
Capital Improvement Program, 
among them a station for a light 
rail system council has voted down 
twice in the past. 

Councilman Robert K. Dean said 
it was difficult to accept all these 
f!K;ts and figures and that there are 
so many unknowns. 

"We're talking aboi*tens of mil- 



lions of d(4lars; perti^js hundreds of 
millions," he said, and asked fra- a 
special workshop on die program. 

"There is only so much money in 
the public troogh." Dean continued. 
"We will be ^dng money out (of 
the city's budget) for six years (the 
budget will project expenditures 
through the year 2001)." 

The Central Business District 
Association (CDBA) plan pn^)oses 
no new taxes to pay for the {ho- 
jecis, but expects reveniKs from the 
development of the Central 
Business District (CBD) to provide 
the fimuicing. 

According to Cashman, the CBD 
woukl comprise a separate tax dis- 
trict with a certain amount of the 
revenues coming oqt of the district 
comprising a development fund 
which would be used for additional 



projects. What is needed is the seed 
money. Afto that the development 
dKMild pay for itself. 

The plan envisions a busi- 
ness^sidential community with 
parks, pedearian and bike paths and 
theaters, but Cashman said that the 
w«d "downtown." which has (rftoi 
been associated with the area, 
shotdd be avoided. 

"We are not preparing to devek^ 
a downtown . . . anywh^e," he 
noted. 

The |MX)jects pn^x»ed to council 
include the Jeanne Street 
Streetscape, a Constitution Drive 
streetsc^}e, a sanitary sewer study, 
sewer uf^rades, boundary signage, a 
park, ui Indq)endaice Boulevanl ex- 
tension from Columbus Circle to 
Bonney Roid. a Thalia Creek recre- 
ation ar»i. an dxjve-grade pedestrian 
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connection over Virginia Beach 
BoulevanI and a liglK rail siatkn. 

The plan, which is 8 years old, 
was put on hold when commercial 
dev^jpment became stagnant in re- 
cmt years. Buirell Saunders, chair- 
man of the plan for the CBDA. said 
the area has the potential to double 
its commercial space, from 3 mil- 
lion square feet to six million 
square feet 

To accommodate the plan, the 
city will need to amend its 
Comprehensive Plan and Zoning 
OrdoNmoe. 

Robert Scott, director of the 
Planning Department (which has 
been working with the CBDA on 
the plan), said that the Pembroke 
area is a likely candidate for special 
treatment because it is a large 
commercial area widi an up side as 
well as a down side potential. "We 
want to make sure diings are thoe 
that we want to see." 

He said, however, that govern- 
ment should only be a catalyst and 
that the city should adopt a policy 
to assure a return on its investment. 

Saimders emphasized that the area 
should attract the right businesses. 

Cashman added that a commit- 
ment to quality is demanded for the 
area and that some of the compo- 



nents of the plan might be el^iUe 
for funding from the Intomodal 
Surface Transpixiation EfTiciency 
ActOSTEA). 

Healso sttted that the plan woiUd 
be finalized within the next six 
months, and that the development 
of the area might take as long as 40 
years. 

During the Tuesday fnmal coun- 
cil session, councilman Louis R, 
Jones iHDught up the subject of the 
light rail system. He said that the 
city was not being informed of the 
focus of the suidy contemplated by 
the Tidewater Transportation 
District Commission with Federal 
grant funds. Uncter grant restric- 
tions, the study would include only 
a minimum optimal segment — 
from Pembroke area to the 
Medical Center in Norfolk, based 
on the most cost-effective segment. 
According to TTDC's Jayne 
Whimcy, some discussions are un- 
der way to include the Lynnhaven 
area although "our objective is to 
build an entire system." 

When the project was originally 
proposed, the light rail was to ex- 
tend from the beachfront to down- 
town Norfolk, with an eventual ex- 
tension to the Naval Base. Virginia 
Beach City Council, which would 



have shared the <x^ts witit the city 
of Nnfolk, turned down participa- 
tion in the syst»n twice. 

Jon^ said Tuesday that while the 
study would be paid fcnr by a grant, 
the cities would be left with the bill 
for (grating the line. 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
that a million dollars has already 
been ^nt on two studies and that 
he did not see Uie point in spending 
another $400,000 on anotiier study. 
Nodiing's changed, he said. 

Councilwoman Louisa M. 
Strayhwn. council rq^rraentative on 
the commission, said that she 
would relay the council's concern to • 
the meeting of die organization on 
the next day. 

Moss said that light rail does not 
solve the transportation problem for 
Virginia Beach and that he saw no 
use in a study "done by a bunch of 
bureaucrats." 

The TTDC Technical Committee 
is a evaluating proposals from 
firms interested in making the 
study. 

Light rail was turned down by 
council previously because of the 
cost and the limited ridership and 
the potential need to change the 
land use plan in areas along the 
line. 
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way they are. The argument is that 
the citizens now get to vote for all 
1 1 members (under the proposed 
plan they would vote fw only five) 
and die qxcial interests of the rural 
areas are represented by borough 
representatives. 

A number of council members 
have indicated that tiiey would vote 
for whatever the people wanted, re- 
gardless of their convictions, but 
council rejected in the past change. 
Council had voted to place its own 
plan — some rcapporUonment but 
maintaining die at-large voting — 
on last November's ballot in a ref- 
erendum, but withdrew the question 
before Uie election. - 

Al Strazzulo. president of the 
Citizens Action Coalition, said the 
questioning of the outcome of die 



referendum was a "real and desperate 
attempt die referendum." 

He said Uiat actually, of die 
40,800 who voted in die election, 
40,000 casts votes on die plan and 
nearly 53 percent said "yes." 

"City council is morally and eUi- 
ically bound to accept die election 
plan," Strazzulo stated. 

Maurice Jackson, who spear- 
headed the petition drive asked. 
"How can anyone misunderstand . . 
.?" 

Eliminating six votes (for die 
district representatives elected only 
by die odicr districts) "is eliminat- 
ing nodiing because diey are not 
people who mpnseat you." 

FurthCT hearings, he said, would 
merely be catering to die losers. 

Jim Willenbrink read a position 
p^ier from die Pembroke Meadows 
Civic League expressing "strong 




and unequivocal opposition to die 
adoption of the ward system in 
Virginia Beach." He said diat die 
league suiqiorted fpeapportionment, 
but when die leagile endorsed reap- 
porticmment, no mention was made 
of the ward system. At first, he 
said, many did not realize diey were 
voting for a ward system. 

Willenbrink said a ward system 
would deprive Uie voters of six 
votes. He argued diat all 11 mem- 
bers vote on all issues and all 
members should remain accountable 
to all voters. "A large number of 
voters were misinformed," he noted, 
recommending council reject the 
ward system and approve reappor- 
tionment. 

Patrick Standing, a former 
mayor, rejected a change in die elec- 
toral plan, saying diat "you have an 
electoral plan diat would be desired 
by any city."

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Real estate hike possible 
to fund sand replenishment

Sand for Sandbridge probably 
will cost property owners an addi- 
tional six cents per $100 valuation 
on their real estate taxes and a four 
percent lodging tax for owners of 
rental property. 

An ordinance creating a special 
services district for Sandbridge to 
help pay for the city's share of the 
cost of replenishing the sand on the 
beachfront will be before Virginia 
Beach City Council next week. In- 
cluded in the ordinance will be the 
additional real estate and lodging 
taxed for the residents, which are 
part of the funding plan for sand re- 
plenishment. 

In notarized statements 88 percoit 
of the approximate 1660 property 
owners in Sandbridge have already 
agreed to having a special services 
district and indicated a preference for 
the six cents and four percent taxes 
— a letter to the property owners, 
said Pungo councilwoman Barbar; 
Henley, included the fact that six 
to 12-cent tax on real estate woulJ 



be needed as well as a 2.5 percent 
lodging tax to provide revenue for 
the project. 

Henley said that Dean Block, di- 
rects of management and the bud- 
get said that the figures would work 
with the six cents and four percent 
taxes. The lodging tax would be 
assessed in two stages, two percent 
in 1995 and two percent in 1996. 

Henley pointed out that under the 
arrangements, residents who rent 
out their property will be paying 
both taxes while other property 
owners will pay just the real estate 
tax. 

The city will advertise for a pub- 
lic hearing on the special tax dis- 
trict after the rates are established 
nextTuwday. 

Also making up the city's fund- 
ing package will be the dedication 
of tax profits from Little Island 
Beach Park and the Sandbridge pailc- 
ing lot and the dedication of the 
Tourism Growth Investment Fund 
(T.G.I.F.) lodging takes from 
Sandbridge. 

The $8.8 million cost of the ini- 



tial sand replenishment project will 
be shared by the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers and the city, with the 
Corps' contributing 65 percent and 
the city 35 percent. However, sand 
will have to be replenished in two- 
and four-year cycles at a total cost 
of $5.2 million, with the same 
city/federal split. 

The state will pay the city's first 
replenishment cost of $2.8 million 
under an agreement reached in con- 
nection with the city's purchase of 
Camp Pendleton property. 

Integral to the project is the es- 
tablishment of the beach at Sand- 
bridge as a public beach. To do 
this the city will have to secure in- 
dividual easements from the 240 
beachfront property owners. 

City Attorney Leslie Lilley said 
that his staff is doing title searches 
but would not approach the prop- 
erty owners until October. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said she 
wanted to ascertain the easements 
would be voluntary, that condemna- 
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Wetland banking system here 
would be first for Virginia Beach

City council has authorized a 
memorandum of agreement (MOA) 
for a wetland banking system which 
will be the first for a municipality. 

R. Harold Jones, a supervisory 
environmental scientist with the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
said that the MOA will be the First 
for a municipality, although some 
private mitigating banks have be«i 
established. 

Under the system, a parcel would 
be acquired by the city to serve as a 
mitigation area for city projects 
which require small amounts of 
mitigation. 

At present, a mitigation area (an 
area where wetlands arc created to 
r^lace destroyed wetlands) has been 



found for each project. With the 
banking system, the city wouid re- 
ceive credits for the new wetlands 
which could be used by the individ- 
ual projects. 

Mitigation would be consoli- 
dated, saving time and subsequently 
saving money, said Jones at a pre- 
sentation before city council Tues- 
day. 

Instead of taking six or seven 
months to go through ihc^MOcess 
of mitigation for each project, the 
city can go directly to the bank. 
The time can be reduced to an hour 
or two. The city will not have to 
look for sites individually, he said, 
and 95 percent of the benefits will 
derive to the city itself. 

In answer to a question from 
councilwoman Barbara Henley, 



Jones s? that the system in no 
way ch ges the fact that the first 
cours' iken by the city and private 
dev pers should be saving the 
origiiial wetlands. 

A 47-acre mitigation area will be 
used as a pilot project for the pro- 
gram. The acreages being consid- 
oed, in the southern end of the city, 
seUs for $3,200 and 38,980 an acre. 

Larger projeos dia^would require 
much more mitiptiOn, such ib the 
Southeastern Expressway, would 
still have their own mitigation 
sites.

He can sneak up on the 
"bad guys," and the bicycle is like a magnet drawing 
neighbcH-hood youngsters nearer to find out more about his 
profession. In shon, he loves his job. 

But up until a few weeks ago, the 3nl Precinct was the city's 
only one without "bicycled" officers like Montiero. One 
determined group was determined to change that — the 3rd 
Precinct Citizens Advisory Council (CAC). 

Working hand-in-hand with the local civic groups and 
businesses, the CAC took to task putting bike patrols on the 
streets. Members pleaded with merchants and held fund raisers 
for the cause. It was a long struggle — it took them almost 18 
months to raise $2,200 — but in the end the officers had their 
specially-equipped nwuntain bicycles. 

Years ago residents would not have thought it possible that 
the police and citizens could work hand-in-hand for the 
betteniient of the community. The dark cloud of Greekfest and 
other incidents only served to worsen relations. As in many 
large cities, neighborhoods feared — not revered — their law 
enforcement officers. 

Those days are ending. Thanks to groups like the 3rd 
Precinct CAC, Virginia Beach is changing. Police and citizens 
are working together. As Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
Saturday during the presentation of the bicycles, "This is a 
sterling example of volunteers who are reaching out to the 
policc.to help them keep our city a clean, safe place to live."

■ Robb also wins the wish-I-had- 
that-one-back award for, "I would 
take food from the mouths of widows 
and orphans if necessary to begin to 
solve the problems of the dcficiL" If 
that clip doesn't show up in 
somebody's attack ad, I'll be sur- 
prised. 

■ Most coldblooded goes to 
Coleman for, "We need more capital 
punishment" 

■ Most dubious goes to North for, 
"This administration has cut our de- 
fenses well beyond the point at which 
we can protect our sovereignty." 



■ Most devastating to Wikler for 
ending his pitch about drugs being 
the nation's No. 1 problem by Uiming 
to Robb and saying, "You've been in 
the company of people who said lim- 
ited drugs use is OK and who' ve been 
convicted, so don't tell me you're 
going to stand up on your moral horse 
now." 

The best comeback line, is a tie. To 
Wilder for his quick rejoinder to 
North's boast of being the most in- 
vestigated man on the planet: "And I 
may say. Colonel, it may not be a 
very good reason for that lo be the 
case." 

And to North for ending the crowd- 
pleasing, "I'll match my credibility . 
. . with anybody on this platform or 
anybody up there today." 

Robb was raked repeatedly forsup- 
porting tax increases. He tried to turn 
this to a sensible debate on the defi- 
cit?" 

The others naturally took refuge in 
such safe bromides as the line-item 
veto, term limits and a balanced-bud- 
get amendment But Robb coura- 
geously stuck to his guns: "Every 
single entidement has to be on the 
table." 

Wilder met him halfway by saying 
we should examine which entitle- 
ments can be means-tested. But North 
and Coleman weren't buying even 
that 

North went so far as to say he 
woukln'ttax Social Security benefits 
and called for a new program of tax 
credits for those educating their chil- 
dren at home <x in private schools. 

He never q)ecified where he'd get 
the money and Robb got nowhoc 
try ing to make the point that lax credit 
is an appropriation by another name. 
In this first real test of the cam- 
paip, the candidates gave a fair ac- 
count of diemselves. We need at least 
two more just like it That done, no 
voter will have any legitimate cause 
to plead ignorance of who these men 
are or where U)ey'rc likely lo stand in 
the Senate.

One of the services offered 
through the department is respite 
care, which also keeps foster par- 
ents in close contact with each 
other. Simons and Baylor explained 
diat sometimes foster parents need a 
break. Many times another foster 
family will take in a child so the 
foster parents can get this necessary 
time to "recharge."

Social woricers and foster children 
agreed this was understatement. 

What does it take to be a foster 
parent? 



"It takes a kind heart," said Alice 
White. "It also takes a lot of woric." 

White presently has two foster 
children am! one of her own living 
at home. 

"It has its ups and downs," she 
admitted. "I've been a foster parent 
for about a year. It is work, but it's 
also a lot of fun." 

Barbara Wilson agreed that it was 
a lot of fun. 

"I've learned a lot both negative 
and positive," Wilson said. "It's a 
great experience." 

Wilson said the most difficult 
part of the job is letting go when 
the time comes for the children to 
be returned to their birth parents. 

"I didn't go into this to adopt," 
she explained. "But once you get at- 
tached it's hard to give them up." 

Wilson adopted one child. And 
presently has one foster child. In 
addition to caring fw him she keeps 
in close contact with the child's 
mother.

"I think the greatest gift of all is 
caring and loving. These parents 
don't just open tlKir lK)mes. They 
q)en their hearts as well."

"We've se«i classes drop dramati- 
cally." explained Foster Parent 
Training Cocmlinator Kathy Baykx-.

and doors, and deterring burglars 
with noise, alarms (some of which 
are silent), lights and dogs. 

Motion-sensor lights should be 
covered by cages, so they can't be 
lMX)ken easily or unscrewed. If you 
come home to discover that your 
motion-sensorisn't working, thne 
could be a thief inside; it is best to 
avoid entering until you've used a 
neighbor's phone (or a car phone) 
to call polKe. 

How much are dogs feared? A 
K-9 policeman I know has more 
than 600 arrest to his credit; he says 
that it is not unusual for crooks U> 
beg and even cry when confronted 
by the canines. Some have said 
they'd rather confront guns than 
dogs. 

Never leave a ladder in the yard; 
this would make entering a win- 
dow or a porch roof that much 
easier. 

When woiking in the yard, leave 
only one door (side or rear) un- 
locked. Thieves would prefer to 
rob the house, because someone 
who is gardening is not likely to 
have money; hence, if a woman is 
confionted white gardening, the 
perp might have rape in mind. 



It is wise to keep a rake within 
arms reach (to use as a sword if 
needed). However, it is not wise to 
aggravate him because a rapist is 
on a power bip, and might "see" a 
middle-aged woman as his nag- 
ging mother, setting him off. He 
might be dissuaded by saying, 
"Stop right there. My husband is 
the chief of police, and he'll be 
home any second." The topic of 
rapt will be discussed in detail 
later. 

A visual deterrent toa thief would 
be the old "pillows-under-a-blan- 
ket" trick, indicating that someone 
fell asleep on the couch, in which 
case the blinds would be partly 
open. 

Another deterrent: a house-sit- 
ter, roommate, or renter — per- 
haps a retired couple. Many fe- 
males (especially college pupils) 
have a male housemate, in a purely 
platonic relationship. 

It is important to have someone 
at home during a wedding or fu- 
neral, because the real "pros" scout 
those notices for opportunities. You 
should also read the crime notices 
to be aware of happenings in your 
neighborhood. People who fail to 
report crimes are being unfair to 
their neighbors, the ]X)lice (who 
keep statistics from which to as- 
sign paux)ls), and even to them- 
selves because tfiey could be get- 
ting more police protection. 

One-fourth of all burglaries are 
committed by "neighbors," includ- 
ing joggers, salesmen and pollsters. 

There are three types of bur- 
glars: "smashers," who are usually 
young opportunists in a hurry: 
"prowlers," often with a car, and 
more time and skill; and "profes- 
sionals." The latter are more thor- 
ough, usually picking on the afflu- 
ent, and having done their home- 
work (alarms, safes, etc); they 
sometimes get tips from maids, 
kennels, and others who would 
know of an out-of-town trip, in 
exchange for a percentage of the 
"take." The often use costumes and 
appropriate trucks.

Kindness baMires, businessman duped 
by con wiiom lie offered helping hand 

Warns others not to be fooled

Roy Leary, owner of Bluewater 
Seafood and Take Out, is described 
by family and friends as the type of 
man who will do anything to help 
someone in need. 

Unfortunately, one of Leary's 
good deeds has trackfired, and he is 
worried that Indian River and 
Kempsville residents will be taken 
in by a slick con artist who repre- 
sents himself as an employee of the 
seafood restaurant 

About a year ago, Leary took 
pity on a man who appeared to be 
homeless. The man would wash 
cars in the parking lot and tell the 
car owners they could pay him 
whatever they could afford. Leary 
would pay Vernon Jordan to take 
out the trash, clean up around the 
business and wash his truck. 

When he thought Jordan hadn't 
been eating, he would take him 
dinners. Then the calls begin com- 
ing in, and Leary quickly realized 
that he was not only being taken 
advantage of, but his business had 
become an integral part of Jordan's 
pitch for cash. 

"He's a little, short, chubby black 
man in his 30s," stated Belvia 
Smith, Leary's daughter and man- 
ager of Bluewater Seafood. "He 
usually has a little boy with him. 
The little boy is about 4 years old. 
He tells people that his car has bro- 
ken down, or he needs to have the 
car towed. Most of the people who 
wouldn't just give a stranger money 
say they did it because of the little 
boy. They felt sorry for him" 

Smith believes the little boy is 
Jordan's nephew. 

Jordan's take ranges anywhere 
from $7 to S50, according to 



Smith. 

"Then he'll tell them they can 
come up to the business the next 
day. He will give them the money 
he owes them, plus a one-pound 
bag of jumbo ^mp," she contin- 
ued. 

They do show up. Many of them 
are furious to discover that they 
have been had. 

"Almost every day at least one to 
three people call us about him," 
Smith said. "It's frustrating because 
people come in and can get insult- 
ing with us." 

At first Leary and his family 
could not believe someone would 
take advantage of their generosity 
and their business. The business, 
located in the Indian River section, 
is just a stone's throw from 
Chesapeake. Leary notified police 
departments in Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake. 

"There isn't anything the police 
can do until someone who has 
given him money goes down and 
files charges," Smith explained. 
"People say they are going to do it, 
but they don't" 

As victim after victim showed up 
at the restaurant demanding their 
shrimp and repayment, Leary and 
Smith encouraged them to get 
Jordan off the street by going to the 
police station and filing a report. It 
has been nearly a year — and so far 
no charges have been filed against 
JordiBi. 

Family members are becoming 
increasingly frustrated. They have 
telephoned local television stations, 
the local daily paper and tried to get 
the word that Jordan is not em- 
ployed by them, and is taking ad- 
vantage of many kind people.

Leary and Smith know that 
Jordan has gone to churches asking 
for money; he has also gone door- 
to-door in the Kempsville section 
of Virginia Beach. 

"My dad is a good person," 
Smith said softly. "He will help 
anybody in need. But this has gone 
too far." 

Virginia Beach Police 
Department spokesman Lou 
Thurston agreed. 



"People need to know that people 
like this are out there," Thurston 
said. "If a deal sounds too good to 
be true, it probably is."

As I uavel around the country to 
various conferences, mayOTS in other 
cities are constantly amazed to learn 
that Emergency Medical Services in 
Virginia Beach, a city of more than 
416,000 citizens, is provided totally 
by volunteers. 

They are further astounded when I 
tell them that the volunteer rescue 
squads answer more than 24,000calls 
for assistance each year, have 32 
ambulances (almost all purchased 
through donations from the commu- 
nity), 10 zone cars (rapid re^nse 
sedans), seven squad trucks (for ex- 
trication of 
victims from 
cars), three 
boats for res- 
cuing victims 
for swim- 
ming and 
boating acci- 
dents, and a 
dive team for 
rescue and 
recovery. 

They are 
even more 
impressed 
when I con- 
vey to them 
that these ser- 
vices, pro- 
vided by 
_^___^_^__ more than 
700 men and 
women, 
saved the Virginia Beach more than 
$7.5 million last year. 

Oie of the most unique compo- 
nents of our EMS system is the Dive 
Team. The EMS Dive Team pro- 
vides emo'gency in-water rescue in 
lakes, inland waters, borrow pits and 
surrounding tidal waters including 
Back Bay, Broad Bay, Lynnhaven 
Inlet the Chesapeake Bay and the 
Atlantic Ocean. The Dive Team 
searches for victims of swimming, 
diving, boating, skiing and airplane 
accidents. They also provide mutual 
aid to local, regbnal and state agen- 
cies. 

To i^epaie for the various types of 
water environments, the Dive Team 
holds practical training drills om^ a 
nKMith, usually on Sundays. Held at 
various lakers and bcxrow pits around 
town in season, and at the Great Neck 
Recreation Centerinwinto'.the drills 
simulate one w more drowning vic- 
tims. The divers practice dive rescue 
techniques, various s;enarios and 
safety drills. In each of these training 
drills, the emphasis is on safety. 

Occasiaially, the Dive Team i^,; 
called upon to assist in some very 
unusual circumstances. One trf' the 
more inter^ng evoits took frtace 
xveral years ago wh^ a young dol- 
phin became stranded in Broad Bay 
as winter approach^. Fw sevoal 
days, various agencies tried to kxate 
and capture this munmal which 



gained national attention. 

"Rascal," as he became known, 
eluded capture. When later attempts 
to net the dolphin were made, the 
EMS Dive Team was called in as a 
precaution to lend assistance in the 
event divers became entangled or 
uxipped during the rescue attempt 
Eventually Rascal was corralled 
whereupon he was hoisted into the 
Ocean Park Rescue Squad ambulance 
and transported to the airport for a 
flight to Sea Worid. 

Unfortunately, most rescues do not 
have such a happy ending. The ma- 
joity of Dive Team calls are for 
drownings. The drownings occur 
most often in borrow pits and pools. 
Each year there are three to four 
drownings in borrow pits and an ad- 
ditional two or three in swimming 
pools. Children comprise the largest 
group of victims of accidental 
drownings. Most often the youngo' 
children are the victims of swimming 
pool accidents as they oftentimes will 
slip by their parents. The older chil- 
dren most often drown in borrow 
pits. Left unsupervised, they are natu- 
rally drawn to water especially on 
hot summer days. Of all the calls, the 



drowningof a child takes the greatest 
toll on the motions of Dive Team 
meml)ers. 

The Dive Team has been in exist- 
ence for more than 20 years. Back in 
the early 1970s, members of the 
Ocean Park and Chesapeake Beach 
Volunteer Rescue Squads were fre- 
quently dispatched to drowning calls 
at the Lynnhaven Inlet, as well as 
neighboring lakes iuid borrow pits. 
At that time the squads had many 
members who were former Navy 
Underwater Demolition Team QJDT) 
drivers. These men along with other 
interested divers formed the begin- 
ning of the EMS Dive Team. One of 
the early members was only 1 S years 
old when he joined. 

Requirements for membership on 
the Dive Team have changed since 
those early days. Today you must be 
19 years old, have advanced open 
water certification by a recognized 
authority , have 23 hours of open water 
diving (12 must have been within the 
last 12 months), have current CPR 
certification, be certified at a mini- 
mum level of Virginia First Re- 
sponder, and have defensive driving 
(DDC) or emergency vehicle opera- 



tors course (EVOC) certifications. 

In the near future, the Dive Team 
will have what is knovm as an under- 
water "sled." This sled will be towed 
behind a boat and will pull two di v»s 
underwater. The diverse will be able 
to make large sweeps in a more timely 
and efficient manner. This sled will 
also provide greater safety for the 
diver as he won't have to fight the 
currents. 

The city of Virginia Beach is a 
wonderful community in which to 
live. It offers a variety of educational, 
culUiral and outdoor opportunities. 
The city has the finest public safety 
personnel to be found anywhere. Our 
EMS Dive Team certainly epitomizes 
the dedication and caring of our citi- 
zens who give so unselfishly of their 
time and expertise to provide these 
valuable and needed services.

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Mayor's letter supports SPSA regional garbage disposal

A letter from Mayor Meyers 
CHwndoif asking local congressmoi

SPSA is the agency that handles 
garbage disposal and recycling for 
the eight southside Virginia locali- 
ties. Private companies want to con- 
tract with localities to dispose of the

garbage at landfills throughout the 
state qKrated by the private compa- 
nies. They say it would be che^r. 
Oberndorf agreed that tipping fees 
at landfills are cheeps- than what 
SPSA must charge, but SPSA is run- 
ning a comprehensive solid waste 
disposal program "because of the 
mandated recycling requirements. 
The tipping must be higher than if we 
had just a pure landfill operation." 

What the "flow control legislation" 
under consicteration by Congress 
would do is allow localities with a 
regional program of solid waste dis- 
posal to continue as they have been. 
Otherwise, Oberndorf said, the 
planning and bond Fmancing under- 
taken by SPSA in good faith over the 
past years would be jeopardized. 

Under Virginia Beach's contract 
with SPSA, the city must provide at 
least 95 percent of the solid waste 
created in Virginia Beach. 

Oberndorf pointed out that Vir- 
ginia Beach was notan original mem- 
ber, but participated because without 
the Virginia Beach trash the opera- 
tion would not be viable. Virginia 
Beach generated the most trash and 
without this trash, the operation would 



not be viable. 

Her letter states: "Without flow 
conud, anmsiderable amount of the 
solid waste produced in this regional 
will be diverted io landfills on the 
Virginia Peninsula and farther west 
in Viiginia.

Back to the conference room

City council will move back into 
the council conference room for its 
informal sessions starting next 
Tuesday with or without TV. 

But since most council members 
want the session to be televised, 
they have to decide whether to 
spend $20,000 to $30,000 to wire 
the room for television (most of the 
cost will result from asbestos con- 
tainment costs) or to settle for a 
panoramic view of council with a 
set camera. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that she did not mind the conference 
room, but preferred TV coverage. 

"1 haven't seen a more aggres- 
sive, blunt council in my mem- 
ory," she ad(fcd. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr., who brought up the subject 
(which has been bounced around for 
months) said, "It seemed wc were 
fairly solid about going into the 



conference room. The public will 
be welcome." 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said that she found a comfortable 
level of understanding from the 
public. The council needs a chance 
to be more informal, she said. 

"That's the way you get work 
done," she noted. 

Henley said a lot of issues can be 
ironed out before they get to the 
formal council meetings, and in the 
past when council had the meetings 
in the conference room, the "public 
was always back there." She said it 
was just to get that "roll-up-your- 
slceves" atmo^here. 

For councilwoman Louisa Stray- 
horn, who has become a sort of 
Miss Manners on council, the main 
concern was for members to be 
"kind." She said council should not 
unduly impose on any staff mem- 
bers, but be careful to be kind to 
people.

Dean also added that in reaction 
to Strayhom's statement that mem- 
bers should try to make their state- 
ments brief, "It's not my fault Mr. 
(John A.) Baum (Blackwater repre- 
sentative), or somebody else comes 
to council with not much to say." 

Henley remariced that the confer- 
ence room system worked well dur- 
ing all the years it was done.

A big step for Sandbridge 

Sand replenishment program is on its way

After years of wrangling over 
whedier or not to rei^enish the sand 
on Sandbridge's beaches, die pro- 
gram is finally on its way to ful- 
fillment. 

With the blessings of the Sand- 
bridge taxpayers. Virginia Beach 
City Council Tuesday approved 
draft ordinances diat would establish 
a Sandbridge Special Service Dis- 
trict, establish an additional four 
percent transient lodging tax rate in 
Sandbridge, establish an additional 
six cents real estate tax rate in 
Sandbridge and establish a Sand- 
bridge Special Service District rev- 
enue fuxl. 

Since a tax increase is involved, a 
public hearing, which will be held 
on Oct. 25, is required. The final 
vote on the ordinances has been 
scheduled for Nov. 1. 

Three couiKil members who have 
consistenUy voted against sand re- 
plenishment for Sandbridge, Robert 
K. Dean. John D. Moss and Nancy 
Parker, voted against the ordi- 
nances, which passed by a 7-3 vote. 
Councilwoman Louisa M. Stray- 
horn was absent. 

Pungo council representative 
Barbara Henley supported die pro- 
gram, she said, because two criteria 
she had set back in 1986 when she 



iweviously served on council have 
since been met. 

They were to have a reliable sand 
source (in 1988 sand offshore was 
found to be a viable source and will 
be used in die replenishment) and a 
funding plan that would not strip 
the city in die future. The funding 
will be a combination of federal, 
state and city funds widi the latter 
coming from die special real estate 
tax, lodging fees and Sandbridge 
revenue fund. 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers will contribute 65 percent of 
die cost, widi the city responsible 
for die remaining 35 percent. 

The state, however, will jay $2.8 , 
million as die city's share of the 
initial $8.8 million program. The 
money represents Virginia Beach's 
payment for state propaty at Camp 
Pendleton which, under an agree- 
ment, will be returned to die city 
for die replenishment program. 

Henley said that a lot of hard 
work and compromises went into 
die Sandbridge replenishment plan. 
She pointed out for years die city 
has suggested die state come in on 
die project. The $2.8 million ap- 
propriation she said, was sui^rted 
unanimously in the Senate and by 
all members of die House except 
for one from Williamsburg. 

She said diat die plan places a 



heavy burden on die property own- 
o^ofSandbric^e. 

Mayor Nfcyera Obemdorf, who 
also has opposed die project in die 
past, said she backed the project 
now because providing sand reploi- 
ishment at Ocean Park set a prece- 
dent, because of die State and Fed- 
oal participation and die creation of 
die special service district. If diere 
are federal dollars being spent any- 
where then it should be spent in 
Virginia Beach, she said. 

Speakers from the Oceanfront 
Property Owners Association and 
the Sandbridge Civic League sup- 
ported die ordinances. 

Bemie Williams, president of die 
Sandbridge Civic League, said that 
the Sandbridge community has^ 
shown overwhelming support for 
die "unique partnership" that has 
evolved. 

In notarized statements. 88 per- 
cent of die residents indicated they 
approved a special service district. 
By now Williams said, die number 
may have increased and he knew of 
only four who objected. 

In October, die city attorney's of- 
fice will start acquiring easements 
from 250 property owners to give 
die public legal access to die beach, 
next stage in the program. AI-

"My writing is linked to the 
speech of those who do not speak," 
she explained in the Bruhala 
Compass. "Gags, blindfolds, mute 
women, women of smoke make up 
my texts, but my texts come also 
from the stratum of imagination." 

Agosin is the author of "Circles 
of Pain." "Women of Smoke." 
"Zones of Smoke." "Zones of 
Pain." "Scraps of Cloth." and many 
other published works. She was in- 



spired to write "Scrapes of Cloth," 
which was the basis for a documen- 
tary produced for Public 
Broadcasting Service (PBS), while 
on a trip to Chile as a graduate stu- 
dent where she discovoed the world 
of women who sew "arpilleras," 
small wall-hangings made of cloth. 
The images depicted on these 
wall-hangings show the misery and 
pleaaircs experienced by lower class 
Chilean women. Agosin immedi- 
ately recognized that this art form 
was being subverted and used as a 
political tool, and set herself to the 
task of writing a book about these 
women. 

Agosin, who was raised Jewish, 
said that her heritage has helped ha 
work. She has had a privileged life, 
a wonderful family and a great edu- 
cation. Yet, she believes that being 
Jewish has helped her understand 
the disadvantaged, because even 
though Judaism is associated with 
power in the United States, in Latin 
America Jewish peopleare a minor- 
ity. She writes not because her top- 
ics are fashionable, but to help 
those who are not as fortunate.

He 
was convicted of obstruction of 
Congress, shredding documents 
and accepting a security fence. B ut 
these convictions were overturned 
on ai^xal on grounds that he was 
not aflfwded a fair trial. 

Earlier this month, CBS' "60 
Minutes" aired an oitoview with 
Robert NfcFarlane, former national 
security advisor to President Ro- 
nald Reagan. The occasion was the 
publication of McFarlane's book, 
"Special Trust" 

On this pmgnm, McFarlane 
stated that Reagan knew and ap- 
proved the arms-for-hostages. 



which became known as the ban- 
Contra Scandal. McFarlane staled 
that he had cautioned against this 
and felt deceived on his last trip to 
Teheran since he thought the deal 
was off. When the facts came to 
light, McFarlane attnnpted suicide. 

In touting his newly-released 
bodk, McFarluie badied North's 
character and asserted that North 
wasaman who could not be tru^ed. 
These current statenm)tsm«atod(b 
with the testimcmy he pve under 
oath as a prosecutim wimess in the 
case of United States vn^us Oliver 
North. 

In the written ^^llate (pinion, 
McFarlane stated that North was 
the hardest working person he had 
ever encountered; that North pve 
evoy bit of heart he had to see thtt 
the job was done; that he has a 
passiixiaie sense of wanting to save 
human life; that he «iu the kind of 
man you wouM select to be at your 
right hand if you were in a d^per- 
ate life-or-death stniggle.

The Richmond Times-Dispatch 
(May 10, 1989) quoted McFarlane 
at a press confnence as sa^ng 
North is "a man who has been loyal

In fact, McFarlane thought so 
highly of North he even asked him 
to leave his White House position 
and come to work for him! 

Strangely, McFarlane's opinion 
changed abruptly when North an- 
nounced his candidacy for the 
United States Senate. That's when 
McFarlane, not a Virginian but a 
residentof theGeorgetown section 
of Washington, D.C., wrote a 0)1- 
umn published in the Virginian' 
Pilot (March 1, 1994) urging-Vir- 
ginians not to support Oliver North 
because he was untnistworthy.
